formally ſo called in the Apoſtfes dayes: And Polycarp, by Tertullias and 


Irene, be 'cilted Bilhopof Smyrna, yet it is confeſſed by all, that they had all 
one name, even in Iræneu- his time; and therefore the debate js, whether they 
be Bifhops according to the See of me, Phrofi Pontificia, or Phra Apeſtollen. 

But it's objected by a late Author in two Parafloxes, that where ever the word 
Biſhop is uſed in the New Teſtament, it is to be taken ina Prefatical ſenſe ; and 
that whereforver the word Preßbyter is uſed, it is to be taken for 2 S:ripture 
Biſhop. Anſwer, That theſe Aſſertions are contrary unto Antiquity , and needs 
no confutation.z3 'Bellarmine bimfelf inſtructs this Author, who is his Scholar, 
better, that a Biſhop that is not firſt a Presbytet is a meer figment, Epiſcopacy 
then had made a Tergiverſation, or turn'd its backupon the word of God, be- 
cauſe it will do-nothing for their defence. Where ſhall we go now?defeend, fay they,

unto the Practice of the Church. 


Sceondly, Biſhops, "fry they, have continued for 1600 years, wheteapon Cov 
Imbn; not being ordained by a Biſhop, as being preſent in the Presbytery , was 
pronounce&nultand void, and Aerius was accounted by Auſtine and Epiphenines 
ag Heretick, for holding an equality, Au, From the words of Jerome, we (ee 
clearly, that for a long time the Church was govern'd by the Aſembly of Presby* 
ters, and that Biſhops came in Poftes & Paulatim. But it may be objected erm 


in his $5 Epift, d Evagrium, calls the Superiority of a Biſhop over Presbyters, an 
Apoſtolical Tradition; but pray read on, the reaſon, ſayes he, why afterwards 


one was Elected and ſet over the teſt, was for the Cure of Schiſm. Its hard to 
conceive how this impaxity can be properly cilſd an Apoſtolical Tradition, when 
he hath mention'd Joba the laſt of the Apoſtles, ſaith it was Peſtea, afterwards, 
that one was ſet over the reſt. But 

An. How long was the Church thus govern'd without Biſhops ? An. We grant 
iudeed that a little after the 90 year cf our Lord, this Spirit of -preheminence; 
ſuch as was in Diatrepher, did begin to grow, but were it not tedious here, by the 
ſeveral periods in the ſeveral Centuries, it might and aſter ward ſhall be made to 
appear, that before the year 140. there was not a 'Biſhop over Presbytets, for 
which view Blonde, Wale, Meſſalinat, 'Antigonins Heildebert, Ge. and ſure We 
are, that Clements, who lived in the firft Century, in his famous Epiiile te the Cori. 
thians (an undoubred peice of Antiquiry') makes but two Orders of Miniſters,” 
Bifhop3 and Dcacons, as Officers appointed by Chrift, for governing, ruling, and 
rectifying any ſuch diſordets in the Church, and this government to be diſlinct 
from the Civil Magiſirate : yea, the fame Clement adds, page 35. Tbit the Apoſtles, 
karwing by Jeſur Chrift,” that there would” a Comtemtion ariſe abt the name-Biltiop, * 
they appointed the foreſail, Reader, peruſe the 56, 62; 69,973 page. The lie Re- 
cord we have of Polycarp, that famous Diſcip'e of Jeb the Apoltle, «who lived®

Anſ. We intreat the Reader toadvert, that in the Primitive times there were 
a number of ſpurious works put forth with Conterfelt Titles to gain Credit to their 
Errors, (ſo that the Prelates can have nothing but a mY Foundation) ſuch 
were the Epiſtles of Pawl to Seneca, and Seneca 8 to Paul, the works of Diany- 
fins Areopagita : The like deceit hath been uſed in Ignatius his works, ſo as it is 
proved by Vitellius, in three invincible Arguments, that five-of theſe Epiſtles 
were written by Pſeudo- nat iu. The Reverend Archbiſhop of Armagh ſaith, 
that there are but ſix of theſe Epiſtles that are Genuine; and that even thoſe are 
deplorably adulterated. Rivet ſpeaks judiciouſly, that in theſe Epililes, ſome 
things are defeQive, ſome things added, ſome. things changed, and none to be 
the object of Faith, but in ſo far as they agree with the Apoſtolick Writings 
ſo alſo doth Barovins to this agree. Cooke in his Cenſurs Patrum, Salmating , yea 
the pious aſoreſaid Biſhop, tells us out of Caſaubone, that amongſt all the Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Monuments, there are none in which the Papiſts put more confidence, 
then Ignatius, and ſo muſt the Prelates alſo accordingly: For Baronin in the 
ſecond Tome, page 109. faith, that theſe Epiſtles are the very Tower of the Ponti- 
fician Doctrine ; and more, that Theodoret, Calofius, Athanaſius quotes out of 
them, there it is not now to be found, and if it be found, it is vitiated 3. yea, we 
had that ee, in his Epiſtle to the Trollenſes , if it be his, bids them be ſubject 
to the Presbytery, 


Thirdly, Now we had a tranſient view of the Tract of time, till, and beyond 
Conſtant ines daycs, whoſe zeal to the cauſe of the Lord, did promote Presbyters 
above their Sphere, and Gods Inſtitution, who turned at Halt ſubſervient to the 
promoting of the Antichriſtian Beaſt, which gradually was accompliſhed, till the 
603 year of our Lord, when Phocas, being Emperor, an Uſurper over the Em- 
pire, did ingratiate Boniface to himſelf, by giving, and he arrogating to himſelf 
the Title of Univerſal Biſhop ſo is Epiſcopacy the Stirrop to Popery 3 againſt. 
which, did Gregery vehemently exclaim; yet notwithſtanding of all this, the 
Lord did preſer ve his Government amongſt a great number, in the Riſe, Reign 
and Rage of Popery, for which ſee Awreolns, Armachanus, Tillidaphnvs, all teſti- 
ſying the ſame, and that there are but two Orders of Miniſters in the Church of 

„ Biſhops and Deacons 3 wherefore Lambert, a Martyr, in his Anſwer to the 
Articles objected againſt him, ſaith, As touching Prieſthood in the Primitive. 
Church, when vertue bore( as Ancient Doctors do deem, and Scripture in my Opi - 
nion recordeth the ſame) moſt room, there were no more Officers in the Church 
* of God, then Biſhops and Deacons. Næuarrus ſaith, it's the common Opinion ob. 
Divines, that Epiſcopacy is not an Order, but an Office, See more of this in 

orbefii Ireviewm ; and here, by the way, we note, in our own Nation, that 
man Mr.#ich/iffe doth judge, that there ought only to be two Orders, we:

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t forth by the Authority of the Kings Majeſty, and approved by the whole Par- 
iament, commanded to be Preached to the whole Kingdom, wherein, (ipeaking 
of the Sacraments oſ Orders.) It is aid expteſly, That although the Fat the fu 


eceding Church aſter the Apoſtles, inftitmted certain inſeriour degrees of Miniſters , yet 
the Truth ir, that inthe New Teffament there is no mention made of any other degres : 


This we ſubjoyn, not as continuing it within this courſe of time, but for more 
full probation of this point. — 
But we return a little, to anſwer that objection former]y propoſed, that Aeris. 
was condemned by Epiphanius, this he was never condemned for by any Council 
of Hereſie, viz, for holding the Identity of a Biſhop and Presbyter; but on the 
contrary, Concil. Aquis Gravenſ, ſub Ludovico Pio, Ip. 10. an. 116. hathapprov'd 
for true Divinity out of the Scripture, that Biſhops and Presbyters ate equal, brings 
ing the ſame Texts that Aerius doth, and which Epipbanius inded undertaketh to 
anſwer, but how ſlightly , let any ordinary Reader judge. We conſeſs, that he is © 
called an Heretick by Epiphanius, but this was eſpecially, if not only, becauſe he. 
was an Arri an. But as for this Opinion, that there ought to be no difference. be- 1 
twixt a Biſhop and a Presbyter, Auſtine calls it, preprium dogma 3 and Epipheanins * 
calls it, Dogma furioſum & ſtolidum, but neither of them calls it an Herehe : But, 
be it ſo, that this was the Opinion of theſe Doctors, do we not find them Repre. 
hend  Aerins for keeping the weck before Eufter.? and by this means ſhauld many of 
our Epiſcopal men be condemned by them as Hercticks : Yea, to this we add for 
further confirmation, Saint Hierome, Auſtine himſclf, Sedulins, Primaſius, Chry« 
from, Theodoret, Occumenins, Theophylalt, &c. were of the ſame opinion with 
Aering, (as Michael Medina obſerves, in the Council of Trent, and hath written 
lib, 1. de ſaera Hom, Origin.) And alſo we have Brent's account gf it, and yet 
none of thoſe deſerve the name of Fools and Madmen, much leſs to be branded ſor 
Hereticks: Vea, Alphonſur de Caflro, though a Papiſt, faith, Adverſ. Here Ji. 
td. Epiſcopus. That Jerome was of the ſame Opinion with Aerin/ 3 and Learned” 
Whitaker. Keſp. ad Camfian, rat. 10, hath theſe words, That fem of the Ancients, 
except Epiphanius and Auſtine, did number Acrius among the Heretichy, : 
Reader, We cannot ſtay here, to make a recapitulation of the names of the, 
Fathers, and the actings of Presbyters, at this period of time, in Church Dis- 
cipline, Suſpending and Excommunicating, Acguling aud Farc de the Guiley, 
Erroncqus, where we find the Moderator Commiſſionate by the Presbytery ſome- 
times, ſo as to take his Life in his hand, and proceed to the Sentence of Excome * 
munication, even of the greateſt oppoſers of the Truth, and perſecutors thereof; 
For which, read Antigonivs, Helchſayins, Turion, &c. And alſo Ordination, with- 
out any Biſhop conſenting direct iy or indirect iy thereto, which Doctor Blended, 
that great Antiquary, undertakes iu a very long diſcoutſe to make out: That fors 
1200 yea the people had free liberty id the choice of their Bilbops , Which, H. 
it were not tedious, we could illuſtrate by undoubted Authors in all the ſeveral 1 
Countryes. And Cyprias tells us, that this power did depend upon the people, . 
divins autboritate, Epi 6g, for which read Rerebrack, giving an accquat of he x

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5b. Ccatury 3 ſo doth allo Panermitan ſitongly malatain the ſaine; and more,. 
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years without Biſhops, It is abundantly proved by Dockor 
dinationionit ur, 10 anues Major, de geſtis Scotorum, lib. 2. eap. 1. and Johannes 
Fordenins, that the Scots were Chriſtians 220 years, and were without Epiſcopil 
* . Goverotnent : The like he proves out of the Gebe, and French; and that in 
Alexandris, for almoſt 200 years, the Presbyters Conſlituted and Ordain'd their 
, Biſhops; yea, Iſidore Hiſpaleiiſir, who lived an. 630. doth uttcrly condemn the 
| . any Presbyter to aſſert ſuch preheminency over the Brethren, and 
Which would tend to the promoting of Antichriſts kingdom: But again, do we 
not fee, the Ordina tion by Presbyters, without any Licenſe from t e Biſhop at 
all, making we of the intrinſick power of the Church, given by Chriſt himſelf, 
in the 13 Canon of the Council al Aucyrs, which was held before the Council of 
| Nice in the year 314. And in the Council of Antiochia, which was, anno 341, 
Can. 10. And in Synido ad Quereum, the year 403. it was brought as an Accuſa- 
tion againſt Chryſeſtom, that he had made Ordinations without the Company and 
t Sentence of bis Clergy ; ſo that no Biſhop then could in the leaſt be ſo bold as to 
* aſſert and arrogate to themſelves ſuch power as now they do: And Forbeſius in 
His Irenicum, brings a famous example of Pelagiu Biſhop of Rome, the firſt of that 
name, who was made Biſhop by two Biſhops and one Presbyter, named Andreas. 
In the Council of Nice it was decreed, that no Biſhop ſhould be made, but by 
three Biſhops at leaſt; And yet this Pelagins, being by Juftinien, the year 555, ap- 
pointed to be Bilhop of Rome, and not being able to obtain three Biſhops to 
Ordain him, whereby being then ſuſpe&ed ofa Crime , he afterwards cleared 
© Himſelf, that he had received Ordination from two Biſhops and a Presbyter. And 
” Cyprian in his Exlle, writing to his Charge, certifies them, that Aurelius was 
Ordained by him, and his Colleagues, who were preſent with him, Epift. 33. So 
Fumiliamu, Brerewood, Ferandinus, Thus much then for this point, from Cen- 
Ram ine to Phocar.

* came unto the Empire, they ſupplicated him to eftabliſh them in their pernicious 
way, from whence legally they had been depoſed by a true Presbyterial Cenſure; 
yea, this Government clearly appears alſo, under the Arrian Vandals, an. 427. 
And Pampaniau as a Moderator acted againſt theſe damnable Errors, as a Repre- 
ſentative of the Presbytery, who was afterwards Tortured with barnitig' Plates 
of Tron 4 Exgenizs, Deronymus, &c. baniſhed from their Charges by the inſtiga- 
tion of that corrupt Clergy. Now we have deſcended unto the 6 50 year of our 
5rd, for which read Heſychins, inveighing' ſharply * preheminence.

Throges ; of him, ſaith Aventine, born about the year 2466: the 
Clergy declared him to be the Antichriſt in their Sermons, ſaying, this is che fruit” 
of affecting Prcheminency or Prelaey. But for this tract oftime; read Anſelms' 
of Loon, hammering down Prelacy ; and Radwlpbus Ardent, a Doctor of Poidliers 
in France, with ſevcral others. Thus far we have had a-/trankent' view of theſe»: -. 
veral Witneſſes for the Tuth, though diſpered up and do wu, but nom the N 
deiijes keep this form of Government 3- yea in the beginning? and carrying of the 
Perſecutions 1160. for which read Peter Brxjis, who publiſhed a Book-in the 1 0% 
year of our Lord, from whence they were denominated the Petro-Brafians: And + 
in their firſt Aſſaſſination againſt their pernicious way, in excommunicating ſuch * 
perſons as were the Authors of theſe damnable Horefies maintained by the cor- 
rupt Clergy, then the Pope did begin to rage -againſt them: At this time, there 
was alſo a contention in England, in the time of Henry the firſt, touching the Col- 
lation of Biſhopricks. when Thurſtan Elect archbiſhop of Jork, received his Cou- 
ſecration from the Pope, the King underſtanding thereof, prohibite him to come 
within his Kingdom, Do we not read alſo, perſons aſperſing the Waldenſes to 
their good King Lewis the 12th. to root them out > whereupon they ſent to his 
Majcſty for Hearing, the Prelates were ipſtant upon the King, not to give them 
Audience; to whom he replycd, had he War againſt the Turk, he would firſftof all 
hear him, and thereupon did ſend Mr, Adam Fume Mr, of Requeſts, to ſearch in- 
to their Life, Religion, and Government, who returned this anſwer , that. they” 
taught all the Articles of the Chriſtian Faith, did Suſpend, Excommunicate, any 
Inceſtuous profligate and wicked pc rſon from amongſt them, by the Presbytery, 
and that they did hold an equality amongſt their Clergy : Joach. Camerar, ura: 
Silvius recordeth, though afterward Pope, that the Hwſſiter were the Scholars, 
and held that other Biſhops were equal to the Biſhop ot-Rome. - And Berlaam 
proveth out of the Chalcedon Council, cap. d. That their Pope, nor any other pre- 
tended Biſhop,ought not to uſutp one over another: And Marſelinns Peravinwer,in a 
„Book called, Defenſor Pacis, doth homologate with him: And. what -was the 
Teſtimony of Jobs Wickliffe, we ſhewed. before, ho flouriſhed about the year
